London Unemployed

London, October 19.—An unor- 
ganized procession of unemploy- 
ed gathered in Trafalgar square 
Tuesday and started toward Bow 
street to raid the court where 
the rioters who stormed White- 
hall yesterday were being tried. 
The mob was dispersed en route. 

Several of the rioters were 
fined or sentenced to sixty days 
in prison.

London, October 19.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—-There were no new 
developments today in the coal 
strike, which began last Saturday. 
In all the coal gions, where the 
men have laid déwn their tools, or- 
der was maintained by the strikers. 

Great Britain’s coal mining indus- 
try has been ‘almost completely 
paralyzed. Réports of idle pits 
come from all coal fields in- Eng- 
Scotland and Wales. 

Sharp autumn weather prevails 
over the British Isles, and belief 
is expressed today that this would 
have an important bearing on ef- 
forts tosend the Strike. 

The first untoward incident di- 
rectly connected with™ the coal 
. strike occurred at Ton-Y-Pandy. 
in South Wales, at midnight, when 
some young colliers collected and 
started to sing “The Red Flag.” 
causing the police to _ intervene. 
Stone throwing. occurred, but the 
crowd ‘was dispersed. 


A considerable number of idiers. 


visited Whitehall, the scene of yes- 
fe+"*-v’s rioting, this morning, 
seeking signs of the damage done 


to the public bulldings. The traces, | 


however, had been larg 7 obliter- 
ated. The usual police patrols were 


somewhat strengthened, but did not | 


interfere with the crowds which 
sauntered through Downing street 
and other thorotghfares. 


S$trike May Be Widened. 

One feature of the situation to- 
night, whieh bore possibilities of a 
widening of the strike, was the 
prospect of the 25,000 London com- 
mercial road transport men ceasing 
work. ‘The men on Saturday night 
passed a resolution declaring them- 
selves as fully supporting the 
miners. A conference was to have 
been held today to take final ac- 
tion on. this resolution, but the 
meeting was adjourned until to- 
morrow. Meantime orders have 
been issued to branches of the unten 
throughout the country to have their 
strike organizations prepared. 
Should the transport workeps-in all 
parts of the country walk out it is 
estimated that 180,000 men would 
be involved. 

By an agreement ‘between the 
* board of trade and the Jockey clJb 
‘acing is to be suspended for the du- 
ration of the coal miners’ strike. 

Announcement was made tonight 
of the suspension of the sailings of 
nearly all the passenger steamers 
between England and Ireland. Ex- 
ception isto be made in the casrs 
of vessels .carryiftfg the mails. The 
railroads also are beginning to re- 
strict their passenger service. 

It was reported tonight that in 
the Middlesborough iron district 
néarly 30,000 workers have’ beenf 
rendered idle m the iron end de- 
pendent industries as a result of the 
coal strike.

son “had been willing.” 

“Mr. Wilson, ‘however, was not 
willing. He insisted upon the trea- 
ty absolutely unchanged,’ Mr. Root 
said, adding later on in his epeech: 

“I do not question Mr. Wilson's 


| beliefs that the disposition of the 


treaty for which he was contend- 
ing.on May 31, 1919, were just and 
fair; but, without disrespect, I do 
question Mr. Wilson's infallibilits. 
I do question the complete control 
of abstract justice in the processes

Boston, October 19,—Scathing at- 
tacks upon Senator Lodge and sar- 
castic criticism of Senator Harding 
were made today by Governor Cox 
during his New England tour em- 
bracing Massachusetts and New 
Hampshire cities and ending with 
a large menting tonight on Boston 
commons. 

Here in the home state of Senator 
Lodge, as well as to othe udi- 
ences today, the democratic prési- 


dential candidate denounced Sena-. 


tor Lodge as “the arch conspirat 
of the ages,” because of his fight 
against the league of nations. Re- 
iterating that Mr. Lodge headed “a 
conspiracy to strangle the treaty 
to death” through the “round 
robin,” Governor Cox urged his Bos- 
ton audience to “repudiate” Mr. 
Lodge’s leadership and retire him 
to private life as soon ds possible. 
To his New Hampshire audiences 
Governor Cox urged defeat of Sen- 
ator Moses, republican, because he 
signed the “round robin.” 
Sarcasm Heaped on Harding. 
Senator Harding was heaped with 
sarcasm and ridicule by Governor 
Cox, in Virtually eve address of 
the day, with the Incident between 


President Wilson and the senator 


regarding the latter's statement of 
French overtures for a new asso- 
clation of nations as the basis. 

“The facts justify the cobeclusion 
that Senator Harding has stupidly, 
though deliberately, attempted td 
deceive the -people of’ the 
States,” Governor Cox declared. 

Reiferating Mr. Harding’s expla- 
nation of his Des Moines speech, 
“rejecting’ the league, Governor Cox 
added: 

“He must think the American peo- 
ple very ptupid. He cortinues to 
say that*they don’t understand 
him.” 

Expressing bellef that a French 
author and humorist was Senator 
Harding’s source of information re- 
garding French sentiment upon a 
new association of nations, and 
commenting upon Senator Harding’s 
letter to President Wilson, Gov- 
ernor Cox said, sarcastically: 

“Poor Senator Harding has been 
misunderstood again. It is a pa- 
thetic thing that he suffers so much 
from the dullness of the American 
people, including newspaper ed- 
itors and leaders among partisans 
and opponents.” 

The league’ was virtually the ex- 
clusive theme today of Governor 
Cox, and his’ Boston common ad- 
dress tonight made a total of ten 
speeches. He spoke at Springfield, 
Worcester, Lowell, Lynn, and Cam- 
bridge, Mass., the latter at the Har- 
vard Union, and at Nashua, Man- 
chester, Suncock and Concord, New 
Hampshire.

Governor Cox got his first cheers 
by his reference to the Irish ques- 
tion. The situation in Ireland, he 
said, had become a tragedy, and 
conditions there were such as to 
concern the conscience of the world. 
If elected president, he said, he 
would bring the case “to the bar of 
public opinion of the world” 
through the league of nations. Ar- 
ticle 10, he added, would be appre- 
ciated by Ireland when she obtains 
her independence, “because of its 
territorial guarantee.”

Distributors’ stocks of man- 
ufactured goods are small, but 
stocks held by the latter are high- 
priced goods, and they are endeav- 
oringe to work them off with as lit- 
tle loss as possible before stocking 
up at the present lower values. 

Price Out of Propertion. 

“The price of manufactured goods 
to the consumer has been, for the 
past two or'three years, out of all 
proportion to the cost of raw cot- 
ton.

Third, be- 
cause the notes are secured by 
Staple agricultural products and the 
advances are not merely invest- 
ments..

“The act dves not limit the dis- 
counting to notes given by farmers 
for the money. If the money went

; of the money, not the occupation of 
| the person, gives the right of dis- 
| count. To hold that advances by 
; cotton factors are investments and 
| therefore not subject to discount is 
to strike from the act the word 
merely, for the objection only ap- 
Plies where the transaction is mere- | 
ly an ‘nvestment. 


“In the case of the factors the 
advances are not investments, but 
are a part of the business of gath- 
ering together the cotton and act- 
ing’ as agents for the farmers to 
sell the same. The advances made 
by the cotton factors are parts of 
the most important commercial 
handling of cotton. The highest 
courts of the land do not hesitate 
to reverse erroneous decisions. The 
facts must now be more clearly be- 
fore youn board than they were 
when the decision was made. We 
urge a modification of the ruling 
you have made with reference to the 
discoumt by. federal reserve banks 
of cotton factors’ notes and that 
the discounting of such notes be 
authorized.

be the broadest ever undertaken for 
world betterment, for the quicken- 
ing of personal and community 
service in welfare work, and for 
the amelioration and stopping cf 
those human ills ana preventable 


ouncedly forward when the flow- 
er of American manhood was called 
upon to go forth in battle as de- 
fenders and wupholders of world 
civilization. 

In his opening phrase Dr. Jones 
caught the instant attention and

tidRiship of America and the Cross 
of the lowly Nazarene, Red Cross 
being an actual as well as sym- 
bolic agent for good and therefore 
a servant of the Master.

At the conference Tuesday pri- 
marily called for the purpose of 
formulating plans for the success- 
ful conduct of the fourth Red Cross

Dr. T. F. Abercrombie, _ state 
health officer, spoke interestingly 
of Red Cross work in Georgia, and 
the close relationship existing be- 
tween it and the state health de- 
partment.

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Atlanta Is Trying 
Asphalt as Paving 
ForHer Sidewalks 


Asphalt as sidéwalk paving ma- 
terial is receiving its initial test in 
Atlanta, which is one of the first 
cities of the country to experiment 
in its use for this purpose. 

The city construction forces have 
nearly completed the laying of an 
asphalt sidewalk on the north side 
of Delmar avenue, between South 
Boulevard and Confederate avenue. 
and at the end of that project will 
build sidewalks of the same mate- 
rial] on Ormewood avenue from Con- 
federate avénue, one block east. 


Cheapness and improved walking 
qualities are two advantages claim- 
ed| in favor of asphalt, and an- 
other is that it may be laid with 
double the speed of tile paving. 
Chief of Construction H. L. Collier 
said Tuesday thafthe average cost 
of tile is $1.99 a square yard, while 
asphalt is from 45 to 50 cents a 
square yard cheaper. “We can lay 
400 feet a day of asphalt sidewalk.’ 
he said, “which is approximately 
twice as fast as we usually lay 
tile. Another point in favor of as- 
phalt is its elasticity. acting as an 
absorbent to the shock one gets 
while walking on tile or concrete 
sidewalks.” 

Asphalt, sand and Knoxville chatt 
is the composition of the material 
which with the first tests are be- 
ing made. The chatt are small 
limestone cubes, their use, said Mr. 
Collier, giving the sidewalk. very 
miich the appearance of having been 
laid with mosaic tile. ° 

During the recent period of fair 
weather the forces of the construc- 
tion department have made rapid 
istrides on @ number of important 
paving jobs and the building of 
some large sewers. Confederate 
avenue and some other of the big- 
ger projects have been completed 
within the past ten days, and Tues- 
day saw completion of Mauldin 
street.» from Gibson street to Sto- 
vall. The nraterial was bituminous 
macadam. Work was started last 
Monday on the widening of Peach- 
tree street, from Ellis at the Ara- 
gon hotel, to the alley south of the 
new Howard theater. Five feet is 
being cut from the sidewalk be- 
tween these two points. 

The sewers under construction are 
the open channel at Piedmont park, 
the Tenth street and the Thirteenth 
street sanitary sewers.

The lower house was crowded in 
anticipation of the debate on the 
coal strike. 

This discussion was opened by 
Sir Robert Horne, president of the 
board of trade. He declared the 
government was open to every form 
of suggestion by which a peaceful 
solution of this great question could 
he obtained. He appealed to the 
house to keep all bitterness out of 
the debate. Premier Lloyd-George 
received. an ovation when he en- 
tered. : 

In his speech, Sir Robert review- 
ed the attempts at a_ settlement 
with the miners and drew a gloomy 
picture of the results if the strike 
were to be continued. The facto- 
ries throughout the country were 
closing, he said, with each day 
throwing 10,090 out of employment. 
Trade under these conditions would 
be gradually strangled, he pointed 
out. He called attention to the de- 
preciation of British credit abroad 
as a result only of the threatened 
strike, which amounted in the case 
of imports from America since July, 
he said, to nearly 500,000 pounds 
monthly. 

It had been suggested, continued 
the speaker, that because the coun- 
try was in this horrible trouble the 
miners should be given something. 
That, he said, might settle the 
strike, but if it did so, others would 
have to be settled every three 
months when once the impression 
got about that it was only neces- 
Sary to threaten a strike in order 
to get something. 

Any government acting with re- 
sponsibility would only give way. 
he declared, when it was assured 
that the demands were justified. 


Lloyd-George Explains. 


Addressing the commons, Premier 
Lioyd-George explained his unem- 
ployment scheme as he outlined it 
yesterday to a deputation which vis- 
ited him, but added little to his pre- 
vious statement except that the 
scheme would embrace the building. 
of new arterial roads around Lon- 
on. 

The premier contributed nothing 
to the coal discussion, which was 
largely confined to the labor mem- 
bers. The latter emphasized the 
urgency of arriving at a settlement 
before the dispute grew to graver 
proportions. 

William Brace, labor member for 
the- Abertillery division -of Mon- 
mouthshire and president of the 
South Wales Miners’ Federation, 
siggested that the two shillings the 
miners demanded should be granted 
temporarily, pending the creation of 
a& permanent wages board, and the 
whole matter reviewed by the end 
of the year. He asserted there was 
evidence that the miners had pur- 
posely restricted the output and de- 
clared that if it was to be a fight 
to a finish every man must be with-

In his address at St. Louis the 


other day Senator Harding, repub- 


lican nominee for president, very 
appropriately discussed our foreign 
relations and trade extension. 

He emphatically advocated “the 
extension of American banking and 
merchant marine facilities,” the 
establishment of “an international 
financial system,” which, with the 
extension of the merchant marine, 
“would aid,” he said, “in develop- 
ing trade with the more distant 
parts of the world.”

The first thing that is to be 
done will be to submit the con- 
crete plan to the municipal board 
of estimate, to all of the other city 
and borough officials, to civic so- 
cleties, “and to all others whose 
views on the question may be of 
value;” and then, after the plan— 
perhaps with amendments and al- 
terations—has been agreed upon 
and approved to start building in 
accordance with it. 

“So the plan, as it appears at 
present,” says The Times— 
“muet be regarded only as a basis 
out of which will grow something 
that will displease the fewest num- 
ber. It is expected that when the 
consensus of opinion is at hand the 
most important bit of improvement 
will become known and that efforts 
can be concentrated toward making 
it. Then will come another bit, and 
so on until in the course of years 


the city will be properly equipped 
with a transportation service.” 


The movement is predicated 
upon the reasonable theory that 
“the growth of the city will never | 
cease, that in twenty-five years 
the population will be in the neigh- 
borhood of 9,000,000, and that the 
city must speedily provide facili- 
ties for the accommodation of dn 
additional 2,600,000 passengers a 
year.” | 

“It is not unreasonable to as- 
sume,” says Chief Engineer Tur- 
ner, of the transit construction de- 
partment—looking ahead _ three- 
quarters of a century— 

“that in seventy-five years the traf- 
fiCc may amount to somewhere 
around 9,000,000,000. passengers— 
7,000,000,000 more than are now car- 
ried. If, in the future, most of the 
traffic is rapid transit traffic, then 
the 7,000,000,000 additional capacity 
provided by the proposed plan would 
not much more than suffice fur the 


city’s transit needs in seventy-five 
years.” 


Thus New York is not only look- 
ing ahead, but going ahead; build- 
ing, building, building, and plan- 
ning for the future; anticipating 
needs and getting ready to meet 
them before they arise. 

In that way progressive and 
wide-awake cities in all parts of 
the country are conducting their 
affairs, In that way, and in that 
way alone, cities become great! _ 

Here is New York getting ready 
to add 830 miles of rapid transit 
lines to its existing facilities— 
planning concretely for twenty- 
five years. 

What is Atlanta doing in this 
respect? 

Absolutely nothing! 

In the matter of transit exten- 
sions, as in everything else, At- 
lanta has proceeded upon the the- 
ory that “sufficient unto the day 
is the evil thereof”—that is to say, 
after the need has developed to the 
proportions of an emregency, try 
to meet it. 

Atlanta, like New York, proba- 
bly never will cease growing. We 
should proceed upon that assump- 
tion anyhow; and right now, like 
New York, we should be planning 
to take care of Atlanta’s require- 
ments ten years, twenty-five years, 
three-quarters of a century hence, 
just as New York and other pro- 
gressive municipalities are doing. 

If there ever was city that at 
any time in its history needed a 
competent, alert, constructive 
“city planning commission,” com- 
posed of enterprising men and 
women of capacity and vision, At- 
lanta certainly needs one at this 
time! Such a commission has 
been appointed for Atlanta. It con- 
sists of men well equipped for the 
work, and it is reported that Hon. 
Hoke Smith will be made the 
chairman of the body. The selec- 
tion will be generally approved, 
and the public will look forward 
with much interest to the work of 
the commission.

“IT am one of your very apprecia- 
tive readers on the corset proposi- 
tion, and cannot refrgin longer 
from thanking you for your excel- 
lent articles. 

“T rebelled at wearing a corset in 
the beginning, and have reached 
the settled (?) age of 34 years 
without a sagging stomach (as pre- 
dicted) and will challenge any of 
my sex on erect carriage and per- 
fect health. I am no pygmy either 
—5 feet 7 inches, and weigh 155 
pounds, 

“Many times I have had to stand 
alone in my independence, but now 
have several followers equally 
willing to forego custom. I have 
kept a scrapbook of your treasured 
articles on the subject as excellent 
reading for splint wearers who are 
free with advice.” 

How amused Chinese women, 
binding their feet, must feel when 
they read about American women 
binding their trunks, 

Women should develop more of 
the spirit of the worm. The worm 
turns. A woman simply can’t turn 
when she gets: her splints on.

-« “The issue of the campaign is 
whether we shall approve the Wil- 
said Mr. Taft. 
“The question is what can be done 
under the rules of the game—un- 
der the constitutional provisions— 
to bring the United States'into an 
arraignment with other nations to 
prevent war. It seems to me that 
in the. existing situation Mr. Har- 
ding’s election is the only means of 
securing this. 

“Senator Harding in his speeches 
last week made it clear that this 
country should help in an assocla- 
tion of nations to avoid war, and 
he 1s willing and anxious to bring 
about a motified or revised league, 
avoiding those features of the Wil- 
son league to which he has made 
objection. 

“President Wilson, by Insisting 
on Article 10, has destroyed his 
own jeague, and Mr. Cox proposes 
to do the same thing.

Up to two years 
ago he would have received 19% 
cents for grade four. 

A well-known cotton broker of 
Atlanta on being asked.for a state- 
ment said: 

“The differences between grades 
of cotton are caused purely by sup- 
ply and demand. With cotton at 
40 cents, it is only common sense 
that there should be a wider dif- 
ference between grades than with 
cotton at 10 cents. There is more 
leaf, dust and waste in the lower 
grades than in the higher. The 
—higher the price of cotton, there- 
fore, the wider the differences beé- 
tween grades should be, because of 
the waste and loss in spinnnig the 
lower grades, 


Cause of Difference. 


“In the past two or three years, 
however, there has been still an- 
other reason for the widened dif- 
ferences between grades. When 
America went to war, the govern- 
ment would not allow mills in fill- 
ing government orders, to use cot- 
ton below middling. The result of 
this was a great demand for mid- 
dling and above, and very littie 
demand for grades below middling— 
result, the widened differences. 

“Since the war is over, there has 
been an era of high wages and ex- 
ptravagance and everybody wanted 
‘to buy only the best—result, de- 
mand for only the highest grade 
eotton goods by consumers, high- 
est grade cottons by the mills and 
very little demand for the lower 
grades. This caused wide differ- 
ences. German and Austrian mills 
which, before the war, used large 
quantities of low grade cotton, have 
been unable to take much cotto 
since the war ended, not havin 
funds or credit to pay for it. Dur 
ing the past few years, therefore. 
there has been an accumulation of? 
the lower grades, the demand be-\| 
ing for the good grades—nobody 
wanting the poorer grades. The 
differences naturally - widened 
greater than ever before. 


Do Net Make Differences, 


“Cotton exchanges do not make 
differences. They assemble and‘ pub- 
lish current trade differences at 
which cotton is being sold. Cotton 
merchants do not make differencés, 
but govern their buying of various 
grades by the differences at which 
they er~ sell them. Differences 
are, really made by the demand for 
goods to be made. out of the vari- 
ous grades and the quantity of these 
various grades being offered to 
supply this demand, 

“If Mr. Hilsman has some real 
low grade cotton, he will proba- 
bly find that the cotton merchants 
will be glad to buy his good grades.

The election of 
Governor Cox, he said, meant the 
effort to have the United States 
join the league of nations without 
change as it was brought back 
frém Europe by President Wilson. 

After “re-stating the situation” 
of the league, Mr. Root declared 
that it was well understood in 1919 
and “is well understood now that 
the other parties to the. treaty 
would have been content to accept” 
the senate reservations, adding: 

“Several European nations al- 
ready have given notice of haif a 
dozen changes in the covenant 
which they propose to urge at a 
meeting of the assembly of the 
league next month. The only rea¢ 
gon why the changes necessary to 
meet American objections have not 
already been considered is that Mr. 
Wilson simply would not negotiate 
for them.” 

At the outset of the address, Mr. 
Root said: 

“I think a large majority of the 
American ‘people earnestly wish for 
an organization among civilized na- 
tions, through which the nations 
shall co-operate to prevent future 
wars and that the United States 
shall do her full share in that or- 
ganization. I certainly desire this 
very strongly.” . 

Chiéf Objections to League. 

The principal objectiéns to the 
league, Mr. Root said, “may be 
roughly classified as follows: 

“First—Objections to the general 
defensive alliance with all members 
of the league, established by Arti- 
cle 10. :; 

“Second—Objections to submitting 
to the council of the league ques- 
tions of purely American policy, 
such as the Monroe doctrine or 
questions of immigration, upon 
which the European countries ap- 
proaching that subject from an en- 
tirely different point of view and 
with opposing or different interests 
would abmost necessarily diffar 
from the American policy. 

“Third—Phat the scneme practi- 
cally thrust aside the whole system 
of development of international law 
and of arbitral decision which had 
been the settled policy of the Uprit- 
ed States for many generations and 
depended for the treatment of ques- 
tions of right as well as questions 
of. policy upon the council, which 
would be composed not of judges, 
but of diplomatic representatives of 
the powers. 

“Fourth—That the scheme creat- 
ed m super-government which would 
destroy the independence of the 
United States. 

“Fifth—That the working of the 
plan under the covenant was not 
so arranged as to articulate with 


the constitutional government of

Senator Says He Never 
Saw Monsieur De Kobra, 
of Paris, as Cox Alleges, 
But That Governor Did.

Marion, Ohio, October 19.—An un- 
successful attempt by Governor Cox 


“to trap Senator Harding” was 
charged in a@ statement issued from 
Harding headquarters here tonight 
in response to suggestions by the 
democratic nominee that Mr. Har- 
ding had conferred with Maurice 
DeKobra, a French journalist, re- 
garding the French attitude toward 
the league of nations. 

The statement, issued over the sig- 
nature of Judson C. Welliver, head- 
quarters director of yublicity, said 
Senator Harding never had heard of 
DeKobra until today, though the 
latter had made an unsuccessful ef- 
fort to see him in Indianapolis last 
Friday. It was asserted further that 
DeKobra, who said he had been trav- 
eling with the Cox party, “was evi- 
dently expected by' Governor Cox 
to secure an interview with Senator 
Harding and to say certain things 
to him.” 

“Therefore,” continued the state- 
ment, “when Senator Harding on 
the next day at Greencastle, Ind., 
made his casual observation about 
France having sent a spokesman to 
him informally, Governor Cox as- 
sumed that the DeKobra mission 
had been successful and that Sen- 
ator Harding had taken the bait.” 

Senator Harding himself declined 
to discuss the governor’s references 
to DeKobra or to say anything fur- 
ther_in regard to his wufterance at 
Greencastle.

HS. MARINE I$ LAUDED 
AS PROMOTER OF PEACE 


Chicago, October 19.—Pleas for 
the development of foreign trade 
through the American merchant 
marine as a means of securing the 
peacesof the world and returning 
this country to a stabilized condi- 
tion were made at the National Ma- 
rine exposition tonight by Admiral 
W. S. Benson, chairman of the ship- 
ping: board, -and Edward N. Hurley, 
chairman of the board during the 
war. 

Both speakers characterized the 
merchant marine as a promoter of 
peace, but each took up the sub- 
ject from a different angle. 

Mr. Hurley advocated an interna- 
tional credit plan’ patterned after 
existing. co-operative marketing as- 


chant marine as the nucleus of the 
plan and an international bond is- 
sue of from $100;000,000 to $150,- 
000,000 to finance it. . 

Admiral Benson '’saw in the mer- 
chant marine a means of uniting»the 
nations of the world and bringing 
them into closer contact, thus stim- 
ulating better relations and pro- 
moting peace. . | 

“If the social and econenic ten- 
dencies of the world are to becomé 
more stabilized it will be possible 
only when the nations of Europe 
have worked out their economic and 
financial problems,” said Mr. Hur- 


ley: : 

“Most of the nations of Burope 
will work out. these problems in the 
next few years and we, who are 
abundantly able,/ should be the ones 
now to supply them with credit 
and materials, that we may later 
have them on Our books as perma- 
nent customers.” | 

Mr. Hurley explained his . plan, 
which would provide for the issu- 
ance of $100,000,000 to $150,000,000 
of three to five-year bonds to be 
secured by obligations of private 
European purchasers, these obliga- 
tions guaranteed also by the pur- 
chaser’s government. 

Admiral Benson after reviewing 
the work of the merchant marine 
and pleading for its support vy 
all Americans, said:

The 
records of the organization had 
been voluntarily thrown open to the 
committee’s investigators, Mr. Hous- 
ton said, to show the sources of 
funds raised by the league during 
the campaign for the league of 
nations covenant before the senate. 

“The committee, it appears, has 
insisted in going through our con- 
fidential letter files line by lime,” 
Mr. Houston continued. “TI@o not 
hesitate to say such tactics are of 
a kind with the whole opposition to 
the league covenant, from begin- 
ning to end. . Mr. Taft was right 
when he said the senate foreign re- 
lations committee was packed to 
beat the treaty and the covenant. 
This present investigation of the 
league to enforce peace, at least in 
so far as it is engineered by that 
arch bitter-ender, Senator Reed, 
seems to be part of the same cam- 
Ppaign.
